able to presume that he sanctioned and con- 
firmed the statement, which was quoted rs 
coming from him, 

I deferred making an answer to the article 
in order to give Mr, Barkoot time ‘to retract 
the statement, providing it was not true, but 
as it now stands it is clearly evident the 


statement as published was facts, 

The exception I want to make to the article 
is the ‘thoroughly representative’’ portion of 
it. I have been in the carnival] business the 
past seven years, and have, during that time, 
met few of the carnival managers and owners 
whom Mr. Barkoot classifies as ‘‘thorough!y 
representative.’’ 

The association as it was organized consists 
of six officers and the same number of dire: tors, 
Of the twelve gentlemen, 1 personally know 
three of them, one for the past seven years, 
one about four months and the other about 
three weeks. Several seasons ago I met a 
fourth member of the list, but only for a short 


while, and would not know him now. Of the 
twelve men who were elected to office of the 
association, Mr. Barkoot classes seven of them 
as no: being ‘‘thoronghly representative’’ and 
not qualified to be in his class as a carnival 
owner or manager. Of the seven men Mr. 
Barkoot saw fit to place in a class lower 
than himself, I personally know but one of 
them. I don’t know Mr. Barkoot, have nevet 


had the privilege of seeing his shows and there 


fore have no way of knowing of his ability, 
horough knowledge, fitness or qualifications, 
that would in any sense allow him to be 
placed in a grade or class of carnival man 
agers, with any higher standard of managerial 
abilities than that possessed by the party I 
am defending in this article. 

I was not at the meeting, but I think 1 
have been reliably informed as to Mr. Bar 
koot’s conne:tion with it, and why he was 
made a director, I am informed that a large 
portion of the carnival owners and managers 
were in Chicago on the day of the meeting, 
quiie a few attending the meeting in person 
and several who were not in the city were 
represented by proxy, Mr. Barkoot being among 
the absent managers, but who was ably rep 
rented by his general agent, Al. F. Gorman 
who attended the meeting and presen°ed a 
telegram from Mr. Barkoot, advising him te 
attend and represent the RBarkoot Shows t 
W. Parker who was elected president of ‘he 
association advised me that Mr. Barkoot wire’ 
him to pay his dues in the association, i 
Mr. Parker says he d'd. Now; don’t j 
reasonable to any person in the carnival bus! 
ness, or any other business, *o suppose that 
Mr. Barkoot intended to abide by whatever 
might transpire at the meeting, this from 
the fact of his wire to Mr. Gorman to attend 


the meeting and represent the Barkoot Shows. 
also wiring Mr. Parker to pay his dues. 

Whatever I have already written of this 
ar‘icle, I have been guided only by the article 
as it appeared in The Billboard and from per- 
Sonal conversations with parties who attended 
the meeting, but my knowledge of one of the 
officers whom Mr. Barkoot lists as ‘“‘not thor 
oughly representative,’”’ is personal knowledge 
I have learned after seven years asso iation 
with him, during which time he successfully 
managed and still operates and manages per- 
sonally, one of the cleanest, squarest and best 
eonducted carnival companies that ever went 
over the rails, and that gentleman, Mr. Bar. 
koot, is Seth W. Brnndage, owner and manager 
of the S. W. Brundage Carnival Attractions: 
consisting of six shows, Ferris wheel, largest 
three-abreast jumping horse carry-ns-all on 
the road and his electric Nght plant, and a 
gentleman whom your able and official repre- 
sentative at the meeting nominated for the 
first treasurer and was later elected. 


I am not a quainted with any of the other 
“not thoroughly representative’? ones who 
were ele ted to office, but if they are in Mr. 
Brundage’s class as a successful errnival man 
ager and a gentleman, then Mr. Barkoot, you 
owe them and Mr. Brundage an apology through 
the columns of The Billboard. 

Now, Mr. Barkoot, I want to tell yon of *he

*HE LIFE OF P. T. BARNUM., 
= (Continued from issue of April 6.) 


I will not attempt to try and describe the 
people who first received their start upon the 
Stage of the American Museum and since ruse 
to fame. Barnum was certainly a grand man 
in the way of exploiting new schemes and es 
pecially was ae fortunate when he brought out 
and managed the world-famous Swedish Night- 
ingale or song bird star, Jenny Lind. And 
I can well remember in after years the writer 
. asking Mr. Barnum about Jenny Lind and 

he immediately said that the Jenny Lind en- 
terprise was most audacious, and immensely 
remunerative, and he remembered it with a 
ride which he did not attempt to conceal. 
hen another successful speculation, and that 
was the discovery and placing before the world 
of those greatest of smal] people, General 
Tom Thumb (who in private life was Charles S. 
Stratton), Misses Lavinia Warren, and sister 
Minnie Warren. Miss Lavinia afterwards be- 
came the wife of General Tom Thumb and to- 
day is alive, well and hearty. Her first hus- 
band died and she married Count Margi and is 
now in this country. Then there was Cemmo- 
dore Nutt, who in private life was George 
Washiagton Morrison Nutt; Admiral Dot, Ma 
jor Littlefinger and a host of others, all of 
which are pow famous and are rich, 
= Of the many ventures Barnum made in a 
speculative sense, the East Bridgeport Enter- 
prise, the cleck company in Litchfield, The 
Jerome Clock Company, were all handled in a 
7 masterly and business-like manner. 
: In 1849 P. T. Barnum projected a great trav- 
eling museum and menagerie and was asso 
ciated with Mr, Seth B. Howes, who was also 
justly celebrated as a showman, who took hold 
and managed the outfit, naming same Bar- 
mum’s Great Asiatic Caravan, Museum ani! 
Menagerie, and which lasted over four years 
and returned the investors immense profits, and 
after exhibiting in all sections of the country 
they sold out the entire establishment. 

In the autumn of 1870, to open a safety-valve 
for hig pent-up energies, he began to prepare 
a great show enterprise, comprising a museum, 
menagerie, caravan, hippodrome and circus, «f 
such proportions as to require five hundred men 
and horses to transport it through the country. 
On the 10th of April, 1871, the vast tents, cov- 
ering nearly three acres of ground, were opened 
in Brooklyn, and filled with ten thousand de- 
lighted spectators, thousands more being un- 
able to obtain entrance. The success which 
marked the inauguration of this, Barnum’s 
greatest show, attended it the whole season, 
during which time it visited the Eastern, Mid 
die and Western States from Maine to Kan 
sas. At the close of a brilliant season, be 
recalled the show to New York, secured the 
Empire Rink, and opened in that building Nov- 
ember 13, 1871, being welcomed by an en- 
thusiastic audience of ten thousand people. 

During the winter of 1871 and 1872, Bar- 
num worked unremittingly, reorganizing and re- 
inforcing his great traveling show. Of the 
many features of this grand exhibition the writ 
er might mention a few which would serve to 
jog the memory of some of our childhood cir- 
eus fancies: Four Wild Fiji Cannibals, Twenty 
Thousand Dollar Talking Machine, the Famous 
Butterfly Clowns, the Miacos, Colone! 
Goshen, the Greatest Living Giant; Major Lit 
tlefinger, the Original Cardiff Giant, the Sleep 
ing Wax Beauty, and last but not least the 
famous Zip, the What-is-it. Don’t these sound 
familiar, old trouper bors? Well I guess so. 
This just recalls to the writer’s mind that there 
are many of the boys, who were also with the 
big show, seasons from 1880 to 1890 who are 
still in active harness and bright and active es 
kids, doing their work better than many of 
younger years. Take Charley (Pop) McLean, 
the old boss canvasman; Tom Daily, whom the 
boys gave a handsome gold watch in testimony 
of hew they all loved him, and George Good- 
hart, bless his good old soul. The two latter- 
named gentlemen are car managers now for the 
famous Ringling Brothers and each man a pear! 
in his line of business. Also Louis E. Cooke 
and George RB. Bunnell. But, sad to relate. 
this grand circus outfit, probably the peer of 
any ever attempted by man, after being sent to 
New York City to occupy the new building on 
Fourteenth Street, known then as the L. B 
Lent’s Hippotheatron, which contained a mu- 
seum, menagerie, hippodrome and circus, ani! 
opening on Monday evening, November 18, 1872 
but four weeks after this inanguration, about 
4 a. m. fire was discovered in the boiler room 
of the circus building, and everything was de 
stroyed except two elephants and one camel. 
The loss on the building and property amounted 
to nearly $309,000, to meet which Barnum held 
insurance policies to the amount of $90,000 
The famous equestrian company, in which every- 
body teok great pride, was left idle until the 
opening of the summer season. The members 
lost their entire wardrobes, a loss which can 
. only be appreciated by professionals. The 
Equestrian Benovelent Society kindly gave them 
a benefit at the Academy of Music on the after- 
noon and evening of January 7, 1873. Mr. S 
H. Hurd was the treasurer of Barnum’s Trav 
eling World’s Fair on Wheels in 1873, and the 
daily expenses greatiy exceeded five thousand 
dollars, and his friends almost unanimously de 
clared that it would ‘“‘break’’ him,
